It  is  my  pr--' 7 ■*  lege  to  present  to  you  m.y  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  1959 

In  the  1958  Report  it  was  pleasing  to  be  able  to  record 
definite  progress  in  several  spheres  of  the  Council’s  res- 
ponsibilities; spheres  in  which  progress  was  very  desirable, 
and  in  which  for  various  good  reasons  advancement  had  not  been 
possible  during  the  preceding  few  years.  It  is  likewise 
gratifying  to  be  able  to  record  now  that  steady  progress  was 
maintained  during  1959  in  all  these  fields,  notably  in  housin 
and  slum  clearance,  and  also  in  connection  with  the  new  publi 
convenience'- s and  the  n'^^w  refuse  tip.  Quite  a lot  has  been 
achieved  in  twelve  months. 

A short  resum i giving  the  main  points  from  the  various 
sections  of  the  Report  m.ay  be  helpful  at  this  stage. 

1,  The  health  of  the  population,  as  judged  by  its  Vital 
Statistics  for  the  year,  remains  satisfactory. 

The  Birth  and  Death  Rates  are  both  almost  the  same  as 
in  1953,  and  botl.i  are  slightly  better  than  the  average  for  the 
Country  as  a who'.  . 

The  Infant  i-  tality  and  Still  Birth  . ’ are  not  so 
good  as  those  of  •.  '-.3.  The  1958  figures  w -^  • : /f.ceptionally 

good  however,  and  ^ the  1959  figures  are  i:i  '-'uct  only 
slightly  above  the  average  for  England  and  W-  '.es,  there  is  no 
cause  for  concern. 

2,  As  was  expected.  Measles  was  prevalent  among  the 
children,  after  two  ye‘'rs  in  which  there  wer^;  very  few  cases. 
172  cases  were  notified,  most  of  which  occurred  between  April 
and  October.  Otherwise,  the  incidence  of  the  notifiable  in- 
fectious diseases  was  low. 

3,  46  houses  were  erected  on  the  Grove  Estate  thus  com- 
pleting the  last  stage  of  development  on  thot  side  of  che  river 
for  the  time  being. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  it  w\s  expected  that  building 
would  soon  commence  on  the  first  stage  of  the  Sydney  Cottage 
Estate  extension  which  comprises  68  dwellings. 

1959  was  a record  year  for  private  building.  124  houses 
were  completed,  the  majority  of  which  were  in  the  Farmlands 
Estate,  and  a further  18  wern  in  course  of  construction  by 
31st  December. 

The  housing  needs  of  old  people  received  a lot  of 
attention.  In  the  early  summer  the  16  bungalows  in  the  Sydney 
Cottage  groupod-dwellings  scheme  were  completed  and  occupied, 
and  thoughts  turned  to  the  selection  of  a site  fon  another 
such  scheme  in  th"'^  town.

Great  interest  was  also  aroused  in  the  ’’’'.V.S,  scheme 
which  envisag-^d  the  conversion  of  a large  dw'iiing-house  into 
suitable  units  of  accommodation  fo^  elderly  persons.  It  was 
expected  that  this  Idea  would  be  adopted  by  tht^  Council  as 
soon  as  a suitable  property  came  onto  tho  mar!-  u. 


4.  With  the  future  housing  programme  clear,  plans  for 
further  Slum  Cle  u-ance  could  be  m.ade  . Good  headway  was  made 
during  the  year  v;fth  the  acceleration  of  four  Clearance  Areas, 
the  closure  of  2C<  Individually  unfit  houses,  and  the  demol- 
ition of  4, 

5.  Work  comrvvaced  on  the  conversion  of  premises  in 
Listley  Street  fC'j  fhe  long-av/ai ted  new  public  conveniences. 
With  completion  expe-r.  ted  during  1960,  thoughts  turned  to  the 
possibility  of  enlarging  the  Mill  Street  conveniences  to 
provide  more  adequate  facilities  in  Low  Town. 

6.  Tho  rather  protracted  negotiations  continued  for  the 
acquisition  of  the  nev/  refuse-tio  site  in  the  Old  Worcester 
Road.  It  was  hoped  that  these  could  be  satisfactorily  con- 
cluded without  much  further  delay.  Meantime  the  preliminary 
saaling-off  of  the  Stanley  Lane  tip  was  begun. 

In  conclusion,  I should  like  to  acknowledge  the  help 
given  by  all  who  ha/e  contributed,  towards  the  preparation  of 
this  Report.

No  material  changes  In  the  Health  Services  in  the  area 
took  place  during  1950.  Much  that  appears  in  this  Section 
has  therefore  "been  recorded  in  previous  Annual  Reports,  but 
is  Included  for  the  sake  of  completeness, 

A.  HOSPITAL  AND  SPECIALIST  SERVICES 

The  Hospital  and  Specialist  Services  in  the  district 
are  administered  by  Birmingham  Regional  Hospital  Board,  through 
its  Hospital  Management  Committees. 

In-patient  and  Out-patient  facilities  are  available  at 
Bridgnorth  and  South  Shropshire  Infirmary,  and  at  the  various 
hospitals  in  Vifolverha-iipton,  Shrewsbury,  and  Kidderminster. 

Cases  of  Infectious  Disease  requiring  hospital  treatment 
are  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  Wolverhampton,  or  to 
Copthorne  Hospital,  Shrewsbury, 

Patients  with  Tuberculoses  receive  treatment  in  Shirlett 
Sanatorium,  or  Cross  Houses  Hospital. 

The  elderly  chronic  sick  are  admitted  to  New  Cross  Hospital 
Wolverhampton,  or  to  Park  Street  Hospital,  Shifnal.  Waiting- 
lists  for  chronic  sick  beds  are  unfortunately  very  long.  It  is 
greatly  to  be  hoped,  therefore,  that  the  proposed  accommodation 
for  such  cases  at  Bridgnorth  Infirmary  will  be  provided  as  soon 
as  possible,

" Attendances  of  infants  and  toddlers  at  the  Northgate 
Clinic  continued  to  be  very  satisfactory.  41S  children  under 
the  age  of  5 attended  during  the  year,  the  total  number  of  at- 
tendances being  3,157, 
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Tlie  Grove  clinic  grew  in  popularity  during  1959  though 
fuller  use  could  he  made  of  it  by  mothers  living  on  the 
estate.  89  children  under  5 attended  during  the  year,  and 
287  attendances  were  recorded. 

(b)  Welfare  Foods 

There  were  no  changes  in  the  arrangements  for  the 
sale  of  Welfare  Foods,  These  are  available  at  the  two  clinics 
during  clinic  hours,  at  Low  Town  Post  Office  during  business 
hours,  and  at  37  ’"'est  Castle  Street  during  business  hours. 

( c)  , Domiciliary  Midwifery,  Health  Visiting.  Home  Nursing 

Several  changes  in  the  Nursing  staff  took  place  during 
the  year,  but  for  most  of  the  time  ther^'  were  thr^’e  Distrlct- 
Nursing-Mldwives  working  in  the  Borough. 

One  full-time  Health  Visitor  does  all  the  Health  Visiting 
and  School  Nursing  duties  in  the  town. 

^ Vo-cciaation  and  Immunisation 

Under  the  County  Council's  scheme,  Vaccination  against 
Samll-Pox,  and  Immunisation  against  W]^ooping-Cough,  Diphtheria, 
Tetanus  and  Poliomyelitis  may  be  carried  out  by  nrrangement 
with  a general  practitioner  or  at  any  Child  Welfare  Centre, 

Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis 

Vaccination  aga'nst  Poliomyelitis  for  the  eligible  age- 
groups  (6  months  to  25  years)  continued  during  1959,  by  moans 
of  visits  to  schools,  and  special  day  and  evening  sessions  at 
the  clinics. 

Third  injections  were  Introduced  at  the  end  of  1953  and 
most  of  the  school  children  who  had  had  two  injections  in  the 
preceding  few  years  received  their  third  dose  during  1959. 

The  15  - 25  yoar  age-group  became  eligible  for  vaccination 
at  the  end  of  1953.  The  response  was  rather  disappointing  until 
the  death  of  a popular  young  footballer  from  paralytic  polio- 
myelitis at  the  end  of  March,  1959,  This  did  m.ore  than  any 
organised  propaganda  to  bring  home  to  these  young  people  that 
they  too  could  be  the  victims  of  such  a tragedy,  and  that  they 
should,  avail  themselves  of  the  protection  offered.  To  cater 
for  the  sudden  increase  demand  evening  sessions  at  clinics  hhd 
to  continue  during  the  remainder  of  the  year. 

It  was  expected  that  during  1960  vaccination  would  become 
available  for  those  up  to  the  'igo  of*  40  years. 

Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis 

In  1959,  Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis  was  again  offered 
to  all  13-year-old  children  at  schools  in  the  District  who  were 
found  to  require  this  protection, 

B.C.G.  Vaccine  is  used  for  this  purpose.  This  is  prepared 
from  a special  type  of  the  Tubercle  Bacillus  which'  will  confer 
immunity  to  the  disease,  but  is  incapable  of  producing  it, 

( e ) Ambulance  Services 

There,  were  no  changes  i*n  the  Ambulance  arrang'^ments 
during  the  year.  The  Central  Ambulance  Depot  for  the  County 
is  in  Shre wsbury  . ( d*' 1 . No.  Shrewsbury  3331)  and  all  calls  for 
ambulances  are  dealt  with  centrally. 
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TVo  ambulances  and  a car  for  sitting  cases  are  stationed 
in  Bridgnorth, 

( f ) Domestic  Help  Services 

The  Domestic  Help  Office-  at  Bridgnorth  V'/elfare 
Centre  is  open  on  Mondays,  Wednesdays,  and  Fridays  from.  2.15 
till  4.30  p.m.  (Phono  No.  Bridgnorth  3078)

VJater  Supplies 

All  parties  ^ere  avare  that  this  \\;as  the  last  year 
during  i^jhich  the  Corporation  vould  be  responsible  for  the 
administration  of  the  Undertaking.  VJhilst  being  aiA/are  that 
certain  -works  vjere  more  than  ever  necessary,  i.e.  increase 
of  storage  capacity  and  the  provision  of  increased 
distribution  facilities,  it  -was  felt  un-wise  to  embark  on 
any  items  of  expenditure.  At  the  time  of  -lijriting  tW  s 
report  the  takeover  ty  Wolverhampton  has  teen  completed. 

Seijerage  and  Sevjage  Disposal 

Experiments  were  carried  out  during  the  year  to  achieve 
a greater  degree  of  sludge  drying.  These  included  the 
addition  of  a coagulation  agent  and  additional  under- 
drainage in  one  of  the  drying  teds.  VJhilst  these  met  with 
some  degree  of  success  it  was  not  felt  that  a full  scale 
application  of  either  method  -i^jould  be  the  answer  to  the 
problem. 

Public  Conveniences 

The  conversion  of  premises  in  Listley  Street  was 
commenced  during  the  year  and  at  the  time  of  writing  the 
work  has  been  completed  and  a much  needed  facility  has 
been  provided. 

First  thoughts  were  given  to  'bhe  provision  of  a 
similar  amenity  in  Low  Town. 

Lef.il£.S..PiSPPS,aI 

Negotiations  continued  for  the  purchase  or  lease  of 
approximately  five  acres  of  land  in  Old  ‘Worcester  Road. 
Preparatory  sealing-off  of  the  Stanley  Lane  tip  was  begun 
towards  the  end  of  the  year. 

Pest  Control 

There  is  nothing  to  add  to  my  comments  in  previous 
reports  and  the  service  continues  to  work  satisfactorily. 

Factories  and  V/orkshops 

By  the  provisions  of  Part  I of  the  Factories  Act, ..1937, 
the  Council  is  responsible  for  ensuring  the  adequacy  and 
suitability  of  sanitary  conveniences  in  all  fac'fcories  within 
the  Borough,  and  in  those  factories  in  which  mechanical 
power  is  no-b  used,  is  also  responsible  for  inspecting  the 
premrsGS  to  ensure  that  working  conditions  are  satisfactory. 

Part  VIII  of  the  Act  also  gives  the  Council  the 
responsibility  for  ensuring  that  premises  in  wnich  any 
persons  are  employed  as  outworkers  are  not  injurious  or 
dangerous  bo  health.

The  Council’s  house-building  programme,  recommenced  in 
1958,  continued  at  a satisfactory  rate. 

The  last  stage  in  the  development  of  the  Grove  Estate  was 
completed,  and  early  in  the  year  consideration  turned  to  the 
proposed  extension  to  the  Sydney  Cottage  Estate.  It  was  es- 
timated that  this  could  accommodate  some  220  dwellings  in  all. 

The  Ministry  having  consented  to  the  erection  of  52  houses 
in  the  1959  programme,  a fixed-price  tender  for  their  construction 
was  accepted  by  the  Council  in  the  autumn.  Some  revision  of 
the  lay-out  to  provide  a higher  density  of  housing  units  was 
later  suggested  by  the  Ministry  however,  and  this  matter  was 
still  under  discussion  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Private  building  also  went  ahead  at  a highly  satisfactory 
rate  during  195*".  124  houses  were  completed,  and  a further  18 

were  under  construction  at  31st  December. 


Grouped  Dwellings  for  Elderly  People 

The  grouped  dwellings  on  the  Sydney  Cottage  Estate  were 
completed  in  the  early  summer.  The  chosen  tenants  were  well 
pleased  with  their  now  accommodation  and  on  the  whole  made 
good  use  of  the  facilities  provided  in  the  communal  sitting- 
room. 

Much  of  the  credit  for  the  success  of  this  scheme  must  go 
to  the  Warden  and  his  wife,  whose  efforts  to  keep  their  "charges" 
happy  have  been  untiring. 

Prompted  by  a communication  from  the  County  Council  to  all 
its  District  Authoritis,  this  Council  considered  the  provision 
of  a further  grouped-dwellings  scheme.  The  choice  of  a suit- 
able site  was  under  discussion  at  the  close  of  the  year.
